FEW 
LANDMARKS 


A venerable old white-lmired man 
visited Rushville today to see the 
town of his 
youth, and to 
meet a 
chum of the by-gone days, Granville 
Cowing of 
Muncie. 
This man is 
Charles Woodward, 89 years old, and 
now resides at Detroit. 
He was a 
harness maker here and left Rush­ 
ville in 1848. 
Mr. Woodward 
walked 
over the 
town slowly to scrutinize any land­ 
marks of the olden days, but could 
recognize only the old “Pike” build­ 
ing, better known here now as the 
Frame building or the 
Court House 
grocery, corner Main 
and 
First 
streets. 
Several years ago, when Jefferson 
Carr contributed his “Reminiscences” 
to the Republican, 
Mr. Woodward 
also wrote several articles of rem­ 
iniscences of his stay here in Rush­ 
ville. 


Rumor was current this afternoon 
that Andy Yunker of 424 North Sex­ 
ton street, proprietor of a meat mar­ 
ket at the corner of Second and Mor­ 
gan streets, had attempted to 
take 
his life and that he would not sur­ 
vive through the night. 
Physicians 
who attended him refute the story 
that was circulated when they stated 
that no trace of any drug that might 
have been taken with suicidal intent 
could be found. 
According to the 
doctors, Mr. Yunker suffered a sud­ 
den and severe illness which render­ 
ed him unconscious. 
He did not re­ 
gain consciousness until late this a f­ 
ternoon. 
Gibson Ross, an employe of the 
meat market, returned to work from 
dinner at twelve o’clock today and 
was surprised to find that the front 
door was locked. 
He went to the 
back door and found Mr. Yunker ly­ 
ing in an unconscious condition, near 
the door. 
Ile summoned Drs. D. D. 
\ anOsdol and E. I. 
Wooden, who 
took Mr. Yunker to his home in an 
automobile. 
Th°y worked oyer his 
prostrate form 
until 
about three 
o’clock this afternoon, 
Ile began to 
show signs of regaining conscious­ 
ness at that time and the physicians 
left his bedside with the assurance 
that he was out of danger. 
At three o’clock, 
however, 
Mr. 
Yunker had not regained his senses 
sufficiently to talk intelligently. The 
members of his family said late this 
afternoon that lie had not yet ex­ 
plained why lie happened to be found 
in such a plight. 
The fact that the front door was 
found to be locked probably caused 
the story to be circulated that Mr. 
Yunker had 
attempted to 
commit 
suicide. 
Employes at the meat shop 
sa}’ that Mr. Yunker has been in poor 
health for six-months or more.

their theory that he felt the attack 
coming on and locked the front door 
with the intention of hurrying to the 
doctor’s office for treatment and got 
no farther than the back door.
